Lesson From 
TB Treatment 


Editor, Bulletin—Recent news 
dispatches have referred to the 
use of anti-tubercular BCG vac- 


cine by certain’ international 
health organizations, 
In the early twenties, two 


French scientists, Calmette and 
Guerin, succeeded in developing 
a process to destroy the disease- 
producing power of the tubercu- 
losis bacillus while retaining its 
immunizing power, The resulting 
attenuated form, used as the vac- 
cine, is known as the Bacillus of 
Calmette and Guerln (BCG for 
short). 

The vaccine is not 100 per cent 
effective as a preventative, fo 
T.B. but, as tests have shown, 
does markedly reduce the inci- 
dence of that disease. Although 
widely used in European coun- 
tries since its introduction, its 
use in this country was slowed 
for some years because of an umn 
fortunae accident in 1930, Rightly 
understood, that accident should 
not effect its use in any way, 

The administration of this vac 
cine on an international scale is 
a fime example of co-operation 
among nations for the improve- 
ment of man's welfare. Let us 
hope that those whose lives are 
spared by its use may not be 
called upon to sacrifice’ their 
lives in war. How gratifying it 
would be if this same spirit of 
co-operation could extend to all 
human affairs,

They 
said, at a news conference of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, that 
they were coming closer to the 
solution of how life begins. 

In fact, with their radioactive 
isotopes they have finally dis- 
carded the last vestige of the 
mechanistic theory of the human 
body, But the soul? They have 
not got around to investigating it 
scientifically. 

Mrs, Elizabeth May Craig, cor- 
respondent for several New Eng- 
land papers, put some members of 
the commission and its scientists 
on the spot. 

“IT would like to know if you 
think you are getting at the sec- 
ret of where life begins?” asked 
Mrs. Craig, who also likes to 
throw elemental questiong at 
President Truman. 

The officials all looked at Dr. 
James A. Jensen, direetor of its 
Biological Division. 

“| think the answer would be 
yes,” Dr. Jensen began bravely,

FORT CALGARY 


In 1875 a small band of Mounted Police under the command of 
Inspector E. A. Brisebois established Fort Calgary at the junction 
of the Bow and Elbow Rivers. 


During the early '70s the valleys of the Bow and Elbow Rivers were 
the favorite hunting grounds of the Blackfoot, Sarcee and Stony 
Indians, The notorious whiskey traders frequented this locality 
because they could slip in from across the line, dispose of their 
whiskey, and escape before the police could be sent up from Fort 
Macleod, It was to meet this situation that Colonel Macleod sent a 
troop of men to erect a police post on the Bow River. 


The yarrow neck of land at the confluence of the Bow and Elbow 
Rivers was selected as a suitable site mainly because of the protection 
afforded on both sides by the rivers from attacks by hostile Indians. 


The fort was first named “Fort Brisebois” by its first commander 
without consulting his superior officers. In 1876 it was officially 
given the name “Fort Calgary” by Colonel Macleod, which was the 
name of an estate belonging to: the Macleod family on the Isle of 
Mull, and meaning in Gaelic: “Clear, running water.” 


With the arrival of the steel of the Canadian Pacific Railway in 1883, 
came the rush of population, Thus in 1884 Fort Calgary was incor- 
porated as the first “town” on the great plains of Alberta, 


Today the beautiful foothills city of Calgary, once the camping 
grounds of the noble red man, flourishes as the consummation of 


the dream of a few far-sighted pioneers who laid the foundation in 
1875,

Canadian Atom Expert 
Grows Minerals in Lab 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., 
(BUP) — Minerals have 
“grown” in a laboratory as part ot 
an atomic study, a Canadian scien- 
tist reported Friday. 

Speaking before the international 
congress of Crystallography, L. G 
Berry of Queen’s University at 
Kingston, Ont., said he had “grown” 
the minerals—actually synthesizing 
them by using a water solution at 
high temperature and under pres- 
sure.

OTTAWA, July 31—(CP)—When 
Newfoundland joins Canada as a 
province she will retain possession 
of Labrador, the  110,000-square 
miles of mineral-rich territory 
which leans on northeastern Que- 
bec like a huge iceberg 

In setting out possible terms of 
union last year, the Canadian gov 
ernment said it would respect the 
1927 decision of the Privy Council 
which confirmed Newfoundland’s 
ownership of Labrador and fixed 
the boundary between that terri- 
tory and Quebec. 

Most of the Labrador area now is 
difficult to get into, but rich iron 
ore deposits have been found near 
tHe boundary line, Other minerals 
fre also believed to be in the area. 

Much of the territory is covered 
with a wealth of virgin forests 
Settled areas in Labrador mainly 
are along the coastline where they 
can be reached by boat.

Fashionable Figures 
Kept Lithe, Limber 
By Constant Exercise 


Fashion’s current darling is a 
wasp-like waistline. 

Nine chances out of ten you'll have 
to reshape your figure to suit new- 
style silhouettes. Exercise and dieting 
are musts to keep that “figure divine.” 

If you need to cinch in your waist- 
line with exercise, here are three bal- 
let-borrowed routines, which, if fol- 
lowed consistently, should minimize 
your middle. 

All set? 

Take your stance for the first exer- 
cise in the middle of the room, with 
your weight on your left foot. Extend 
right foot forward and point toes, 
ballet-fashion. 

Raise both arms above head, keep- 
ing elbows behind ears; and with your 
weight still on your left foot, bend left 
knee deeply and slide your right foot 
forward, 

Next, bend from your waistline as 
far forward as you can and touch both 
hands to right ankle. Alternate sides 
and keep exercising.
